His saloon was a great headquar­ 
ters for Sedalia speculators.

still seemed to have some money, as 
he left Kansas C ity before the col­ 
lapse of the boom, going thence to 
Chicago and finally to N ew Y o rk .

MUST PAY INDEMNITY. 


China Will Have to Support Families 
oí* Hen Victims. 


W a s h i n g t o n , A u g. 15 — A high 
government official said yesterday 
that 
the 
Îtidemnity 
which 
the 
United Slates would demand for 
every American citizen killed or 
maimed by the Chinese during the 
present trouble would be sufficient 
to comfortably support their fam­ 
ilies for the 
remainder of their 
lives. 
“ 
This government does not want 
a province, a town, a village or a 
single square foot of Chinese terri­ 
tory as indemnity,” 
said the offi­ 
cial, who is close to the president. 
“ 
There is but one indeminty which 
China can give our people and that 
is a monetary indemnity 
to the 
families of their American victims. 
For every one of these China must 
pay a sufficient sum to keep their 
families from want during their 
lives. 
“ This government will exict a-^ 
surances of satisfactory^ character 
that such a state of affairs as now 
exists in 
China 
shall not 
occur 
again. 
The nature of these assur­ 
ances will 
be 
determined 
later. 
The collection of indemnity may 
prove difficult, and it may be de­ 
cided, although so far the propo­ 
sition has not been considered, to 
station warships in the harbors of 
the principal 
cities 
and 
officials 
within these cities to watch 
the 
revenues and protect the interests 
of the United States, if need be, by 
taking charge of such revenues and 
reserving some portion of them to 
apply to the indemnity 
“ 
In addition to requiring assur­ 
ances of a restoration of order and 
the strictest precautions to prevent 
a similar state of affairs in the fu­ 
ture, a small body of troops may 
be necessary to protect the officials 
stationed at these ports. 
If 
this 
plan should be adopted, the differ­ 
ent allies doubtless will co-operate. 
“ 
Effort will be made, of course, 
to trace the responsibility for the 
recent outrages, but it will be a 
difficult task, as there will be little 
disposition among the Chinese to 
tell the truth, especially when it 
would implicate one of their num­ 
ber. 
The Chinese cannot be pun­ 
ished indiscriminately for the atroci­ 
ties, but wherever such offense is 
fixed on one person, high or low,he 
punishment will be required. 
If it 
can be shown that orders for the 
hostilities were issued by the em­ 
press dowager or the emperor,their 
deposition is certain and another 
government 
will 
be set up. 
If 
Tuan is proved to have favored the 
outrages, the severest punishment 
may be accorded him .”
